asked the War Departm ent Thurs­ 
day to allow teachers to arm for 
protection against violent, measures 
of opponents of socialistic educa­ 
tion. 
More than twelve 
such killings 
have been 
reported in the 
past 
month, m ost of them in the states 
of Puebla, Morelos anil Jalisco. 
Several 
days 
ago 
two 
women 
teachers were attacked in Puebla 
by rebels, who cut off their ears 
and threatened them with death if 
they 
continued 
giving 
socialistic 
Instruction. 
Dispatches trom Puebla W ednes­ 
day reported the lender of a band 
suspected of killing six teachers in 
the Texuitlan district in a single 
day last week had been captured 
and shot by Federal troops. 
Convinced that 
vigorous m eas­ 
ures are necessary to halt the slay­ 
ings. authorities placed his body on 
display in the plaza In 'IVxuiilan 
as a warning to other enemies of 
the official education.
